Amendment

acquisition protocol; a database storing reference information about other patients and data 
acquisition protocols; the programming automatically selecting an optimal data acquisition 
protocol based on patient information and prior protocols and other patient information. Such 
data acquisition protocol system and medical imaging system are not disclosed or suggested by 
the cited references.
